Plans  for  Local 
School  Board 

An  open  meeting  to  plan  for 
a  local  community  “school 
board”  was  held  on  Decem¬ 
ber  9  at  James  Denman  Jun¬ 
ior  High  School.  Attended 
by  parents  from  the  com¬ 
munity,  San  Francisco  Uni¬ 
fied  School  District  per¬ 
sonnel  and  some  students 
and  chaired  by  Dr.  Colvin 
Blanford,  Chairman  of  the 
planning  committee,  the 
group  discussed  the  proposed 
number  and  composition  of 
such  a  board,  based  on  the 
results  of  the  planning  com¬ 
mittee’s  deliberations.  There 
were  representatives  from 
each  of  the  schools  to  be  in¬ 
cluded:  Commodore  Sloat, 
Farragut,  Jose  Ortega,  San 
Miguel  and  Sheridan  ele¬ 
mentary  schools,  Aptos  and 
James  Denman  junior  high 
schools,  and  Balboa  High 
school. 

Recommendations  that 
came  from  the  discussion 
were  that  each  school  district 
should  have  one  parent  and 
one  at-large  representative, 
totaling  16  members,  with  3 
students  from  each  of  the 
junior  highs  and  the  high 
school,  or  9  student  mem¬ 
bers,  making  a  board  of  25.  A 
very  preliminary  discussion 
of  methods  of  electing  these 
members  followed.  Details 
will  have  to  be  worked  out. 
Also,  there  was  not  sufficient 
time  to  discuss  the  proposed 
objectives  of  such  a  board, 
and  a  committee  was  appoint¬ 
ed  to  bring  in  recommend¬ 
ed  statements.  Dr.  Zuretti 
Goosby,  member  of  the  San 
Francisco  Board  of  Education, 
was  in  attendance  and  gave 
helpful  comments. 

The  next  meeting  for  con¬ 
tinuing  planning  will  be  held 
on  Thursday,  January  15, 
1970  at  James  Denman  Junior 
High  School  Auditorium  at 
7:30.  All  interested  residents 
of  the  area  should  plan  to  at¬ 
tend.  This  should  be  a  board 
representing  all  residents  of 
the  area. _

In  all,  the  meeting  was  an 
informative  one  for  both  the 
Board  and  Mr.  McCarthy, 
and  it  was  felt  that  the  meet¬ 
ings  should  be  continued  on  a 
regular  basis.

Parent-Teacher 

Conferences 

In  1967  the  Community  Ed¬ 
ucation  Planning  Project 
(CEPP)  introduced  to  the 
seven  OMI  elementary  schools 
the  concept  of  parent-teacher 
conferences  as  an  additional 
means  of  reporting  a  child’s 
progress  to  his  parent.  The 
program  was  so  successful 
that  this  year  the  San  Francis¬ 
co  Unified  School  District 
adopted  the  plan  for  all 
schools.  Parent-teacher  con¬ 
ferences  are  scheduled  in  the 
Fall  and  in  the  Spring,  in  ad¬ 
dition  to  the  issuing  of  report 
cards. 

These  conferences  have 
established  a  bridge  between 
the  home  and  school;  not  only 
do  they  give  the  parent  a  bet¬ 
ter  understanding,  but  they 
give  the  teacher  a  better  idea 
of  what  the  parent  expects 
of  his  child. 

Figures  have  been  com¬ 
pleted  for  the  conferences 
held  in  October.  At  Commo¬ 
dore  Sloat  88  percent  of  the 
children  were  represented  by 
their  parents;  at  Farragut, 
66  percent,  at  St.  Michaels, 
94  percent;  at  San  Miguel, 
83  percent;  at  Sheridan,  66 
percent,  at  St.  Emydius,  an 
estimated  90  percent;  and  at 
Jose  Ortega,  between  the 
parent-teacher  conferences 
and  a  “Back  to  School”  night, 
90  percent. 

Do  You  Have  To 
Have  a  Tree? 

Many  community  people 
may  have  noticed  an  article 
in  the  November  21st  issue  of 
the  San  Francisco  Progress 
regarding  tree  planting  on 
Shields  St.  The  article  gave 
some  people  the  impression, 
that  the  OMI  had  participated 
in  tree  planting  on  Shields 
against  the  wishes  of  the  resi¬ 
dents.  A  protest  was  sent  to 
the  Progress  and  we  would 
like  once  again  to  explain  how 
the  OMI  tree  planting  pro¬ 
gram  really  works.  The  trees 
are  planted  at  the  request  of 
the  residents  who  are  then 
asked  to  pay  the  cost  of  the 
trees.  Trees  are  not  and  can¬ 
not  be  planted  where  they 
aren’t  wanted.  The  project  on 
Shields  St.  was  done  by  the 
city  without  participation  or 
knowledge  of  OMI.

Dialogue 

With  Assemblyman  Leo  McCarthy 

TAX  RELIEF 

In  the  urban  areas  of  California  the  homeowner  and  the 
renter  pay  an  unusually  high  share  of  taxes.  While  the  home- 
owner  pays  directly  through  property  taxes,  the  renter  pays 
indirectly  through  rent  increases. 

The  present  law  requires  that  residential  property  and  com¬ 
mercial  property  be  taxed  at  the  same  25  percent  tax  ratio. 
This  means  that  despite  the  fact  that  business  property  may 
earn  income,  a  businessman  pays  the  same  rate  of  taxes  on  his 
commercial  property  as  the  homeowner  must  pay  on  the  house 
in  which  he  lives ! 

Several  attempts  have  been  made  in  the  State  Legislature  to 
amend  the  State  Constitution  by  placing  a  tax  relief  measure 
on  the  ballot.  Thus  far,  three  important  initiatives  have  ap¬ 
peared.  To  be  placed  on  the  ballot,  the  sponsors  of  the  plans 
must  obtain  526,276  signatures  of  registered  voters  throughout 
the  State. 

The  plan  which  has  received  the  most  attention  is  sponsored 
by  the  California  Teachers’  Association  and  the  County  Super¬ 
visors  Association  of  California.  It  would  shift  an  estimated 
one  billion  dollars  away  from  the  property  tax  base  by  requiring 
the  State  to  assume  90  percent  of  the  cost  of  welfare  and  pay 
50  percent  of  school  costs  in  California.  Another  part  of  the 
plan  increases  the  homeowners’  exemption  on  assessed  valua¬ 
tion  from  $750  to  $1,000. 

Another  plan,  sponsored  by  Assemblyman  Joe  Gonsalves 
from  Los  Angeles  County,  would  limit  the  tax  on  homeowners 
to  one  percent  of  actual  cost  value  of  the  home.  It  would  mean 
local  governments  would  lose  approximately  850  million  dollars. 
The  Gonsalves  plan  would  make  up  this  loss  by  instituting  a 
withholding  system  for  State  personal  income  taxes;  increases 
in  insurance  tax,  bank  and  corporation  taxes,  liquor  license 
fees  and  taxes,  cigarette  taxes,  inheritance  and  gift  taxes, 
horse  racing  taxes,  revisions  in  capital  gains  taxes  and  sever¬ 
ance  tax  on  oil  and  other  natural  resources,  and  elimination  of 
the  current  $750  homeowners’  exemption. 

In  San  Francisco,  Supervisors  Mendelsohn  and  Francois 
propose  a  plan  which  would  replace  the  present  system  of  25 
percent  tax  assessment  ratio  for  all  property  (commercial  as 
well  as  residential)  with  a  two  level  tax  system.  The  lower  level 
would  favor  the  homeowner  who  would  be  assessed  at  a  15  per¬ 
cent  ratio  while  other  property  would  be  assessed  at  the 
present  25  percent  ratio.  The  Mendelsohn-Francois  plan  would 
give  additional  tax  relief  to  the  elderly  and  a  credit  against 
State  income  taxes  for  renters. 

All  the  plans  are  aimed  at  helping  the  homeowner  and 
renter.  The  differences  involve  the  sources  of  State  revenue  to 
make  up  for  the  loss  of  local  income  usually  obtained  from 
property  taxes.  At  the  present  time,  most  supporters  of  these 
tax  reform  measures  admit  that  there  will  be  no  net  reduction 
of  taxes.  All  the  average  Californian  can  expect  is  a  massive 
shift  in  taxes  from  the  exclusive  shoulders  of  the  property 
owner  and  renter.

Is  Tree  Planting  A 
Controversial  Subject?

One  man’s  meat  may  be  another  man’s  poison — that  is  how 
the  old  proverb  goes.  So  it  might  seem  to  those  who  recently 
read  of  complaints  against  tree  planting  in  this  neighborhood. 
As  most  of  the  OMI  residents  are  so  much  in  favor  of  tree 
planting,  perhaps  a  short  word  of  explanation  is  in  order. 

There  are  two  tree  planting  programs  going  on  in  our  area 
now — 

1 )  The  City  is  using  federal  grant  money  to  put  up  some  trees 
on  Randolph  and  on  Shields.  In  most  cases,  if  a  resident  has  a 
good  reason  for  not  putting  up  the  trees,  the  city  will  respect 
his  wishes  and  not  put  them  up.  Sometimes  there  is  a  break¬ 
down  in  communication,  however,  and  although  the  resident 
doesn’t  want  the  trees,  they  are  put  up  before  his  complaint 
is  registered.  This  is  unfortunate,  and  is  probably  what  hap¬ 
pened  in  the  case  you  saw  in  the  local  newspaper. 

2)  The  OMI  Beautification-Real  Estate  Committee  has  a 
campaign  for  putting  up  trees.  These  are  all  bought  and  paid 
for  by  the  residents,  and,  of  course,  are  all  very  much  wanted. 
So  far,  we  have  planted  98  in  the  area,  with  46  more  scheduled 
to  go  in  toward  the  end  of  the  month.  There  is  a  lot  of  interest 
in  these  trees,  and  many  neighbors  are  calling  about  them. 

The  City  tree  planting  program  is  about  finished  for  this 
year.  The  program  of  OMI  is  a  continuing  one. 

Residents  of  OMI  should  know  that  they  are  getting  a  real 
bargain  on  these  trees.  The  cost  of  our  trees  is  $8.50  to  the 
resident.  A  commercial  contractor  charges  $25.00  for  the  same 
service.  The  $8.50  covers  the  tree,  poles,  soil  conditioner  and 
ties.  The  city  cuts  out  the  squares  in  the  sidewalks  without 
charge.  If  you  want  one  call  Mr.  Zimmerman  at  333-0171,  and 
he  will  see  to  it  that  you  are  taken  care  of.  He  will  also  help  you 
decide  what  tree  to  choose. 

Those  residents  who  think  that  if  they  wait  long  enough,  the 
city  will  give  them  a  free  tree,  will  probably  be  disappointed. 
If  the  City  program  continues  next  year,  the  trees  will  be  put 
only  on  main  thoroughfares.  So,  if  you  want  a  tree,  you  would 
be  ahead  of  the  game  by  calling  Mr.  Zimmerman  and  ordering 
yours  now.  Also,  the  poles  put  up  by  Mr.  Zimmerman  are  not 
nearly  as  objectionable  as  some  of  those  put  up  by  the  city. 

Yours  for  a  more  attractive  OMI  area. 

WARNING  —  It  has  come  to  our  attention  that  some  trees 
are  being  planted,  and  then  the  home  owner  is  asked  to  make 
a  contribution  toward  the  payment  of  the  tree.  If  this  happens 
to  you  —  DON’T  PAY.  It  is  not  one  of  the  two  legitimate  tree 
planting  programs  in  the  area.  If  someone  asks  you  to  pay  after 
the  trees  are  in,  call  the  OMI  office  and  report  it. 

Beautification  Committee 


Some  residents  of  this  area  are  bothered  by  unsightly  situa- 
ations.  It  may  be  an  empty  lot  that  is  left  dirty  and  gathering 
junk— or  perhaps  a  landlord  doesn’t  keep  up  the  outward  ap¬ 
pearance  of  his  house  near  where  you  live — or  it  could  be  that 
dogs  are  making  a  mess  of  your  place. 

The  Beautification/Real  Estate  Committee  is  interested  in 
giving  an  assist  in  such  cases.  While  they  can’t  do  all  things 
for  all  people,  perhaps  they  can  help  run  down  absentee  land¬ 
lords,  or  put  the  pressure  on  City  Hall  to  clean  up  the  streets, 
etc.

The  Rev.  Robert  Olmstead, 
a  member  of  the  California- 
Nevada  Annual  Conference  of 
the  United  Methodist  Church, 
has  been  selected  as  the  Re¬ 
conciliation  Worker  for  Tem¬ 
ple  Methodist  Church,  19th 
Ave.  and  Junipero  Serra.  This 
assignment  is  part  of  a  nation¬ 
wide  effort  in  the  Methodist 
Church  to  bring  about  recon¬ 
ciliation,  within  our  polarized 
society.

Homes  For  The  Mentally  Retardecl-- 
A  Problem  For  Our  Neighborhood?

Concern  has  been  voiced 
by  many  OMI  residents  over 
the  number  of  homes  es¬ 
tablished  in  our  community 
for  care  of  the  mentally  re¬ 
tarded.  Such  questions  have 
been  asked  as:  Are  these 
people  dangerous?  Are  these 
homes  legal  in  R-l  areas?  Who 
runs  them?  Why  are  so  many 
in  OMI? 

To  get  answers  to  these 
and  other  questions,  OMI 
News  talked  with  the  Com¬ 
munity  Services  Division  of 
the  State  Department  of  So¬ 
cial  Welfare,  the  primary 
state  agency  supervising 
foster  homes  for  the  mentally 
retarded.  The  State  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Mental  Hygiene,  an 
agency  that  licenses  facili¬ 
ties  for  the  retarded  but  does 
not  have  a  placement  program, 
and  The  Adult  Protective  Serv¬ 
ices,  a  division  of  the  S.F. 
Department  of  Social  Serv¬ 
ices,  that  both  places  mentally 
retarded  patients  in  available 
foster  care  homes  and  ap¬ 
proves  some  facilities  them¬ 
selves. 

We  will  present  the  infor¬ 
mation  obtained  in  a  series 
of  articles.  In  this  issue,  we 
will  explain  the  philosophy 
in  back  of  the  Department 
of  Social  Welfare’s  foster 
home  program  for  the  retard¬ 
ed  and  describe  the  type  of 
patient  placed  in  these  homes. 

According  to  Mrs.  Anne 
Smith,  the  Department  of  So¬ 
cial  Welfare’s  Placement 
Coordinator  for  Mentally 
Retarded,  the  patient  is  a 
socially  dependent  person, 
16  through  64  yeas  of  age,  who 
can  function  as  part  of  a  fam¬ 
ily  and  does  not  need  nursing 
care.  He  must  be  pleasant, 
responsive  and  without  se¬ 
vere  behavioral  problems. 

He  may  either  be  referred 
for  placement  in  a  home  by 
a  hospital  or  by  his  family, 
who  for  reasons  such  as 
health,  or  finances,  may 
not  able  to  care  for  him.  He 
is  then  evaluated  and  every 
attempt  is  made  to  place 
him  near  his  family  or  with 
a  friend  he  has  grown  to  know 
during  his  institutional  care. 

Up  until  1962,  when  the 
Kennedy  Administration  ex¬ 
panded  the  Welfare  Pro¬ 
gram  to  include  aid  for  the 
mentally  disabled,  these

people  had  little  choice  but 
to  remain  in  hospitals  until 
they  were  65,  at  which  time 
they  were  eligible  for  Old 
Age  Assistance  and  could  be 
moved  into  licensed  boarding 
homes. 

It  is  the  Department’s  be¬ 
lief  that  institutions  should 
treat  the  severely  afflicted 
who  are  in  need  of  medical 
care.  The  need  for  institutional 
care  is  declining  with  the  ad¬ 
vent  of  this  new  Welfare  pro¬ 
gram,  the  development  of 
foster  homes  for  the  socially 
dependent. 

However,  according  to  Mrs. 
Smith,  institutions  can  be 
hard  on  a  patient;  he  tends 
to  become  apathetic  and  is 
often  abused  in  the  name  of 
work  therapy  by  being  utilized 
in  jobs  that  the  hospital  staff 
should  perform.  In  a  smaller 
community,  however,  he  often 
thrives  and  continues  to  devel¬ 
op  his  potential.  Coupled 
with  this  is  the  political  phil¬ 
osophy  that  communities  must 
care  for  their  own,  rather 
than  throw  the  burden  on  the 
state.  (A  random  sampling 
conducted  by  the  Department 
of  Social  Welfare  indicated 
that  approximately  one  quar¬ 
ter  of  the  adult  patients  placed 
in  OMI  foster  homes  were 
originally  from  S.F.  or  have 
families  living  here.  The  De¬ 
partment  indicated,  however, 
that  San  Francisco  has  been 
unable  to  place  the  majority 
of  its  mentally  retarded  chil¬ 
dren.  The  Reagan  Adminis¬ 
tration’s  cut-back  in  funds  to 
the  state  mental  institutions 
has  accelerated  the  .foster 
home  program;  however,  this 
program  is  viewed  by  the 
State  Department  of  Social 
Welfare  as  the  right  and  hu¬ 
mane  way  to  care  for  the  re¬ 
tarded. 

In  answer  to  the  question, 
“are  the  mentally  retarded 
people  living  in  our  neigh¬ 
borhood  dangerous?”  the 
answer,  according  to  Mrs. 
Smith,  is  an  emphatic  “no.” 
As  she  explained,  the  po¬ 
tentially  dangerous  patient 
is  not  referred  to  these  homes. 


usually  the  undetected  dis¬ 
turbed  person  who  is  in¬ 
volved  in  violent  acts,  not 
the  recognized  retarded.”  Ex¬ 
panding  on  this  idea;  “It  is 
true,”  she  said,  “that  the  re¬ 
tarded  have  sexual  urges 
and  impulses,  but  they  are 
not  genitally  oriented.  They 
may  express  their  desires  by 
being  overly  affectionate, 
which  often  offends  the  com¬ 
munity,  but  this  need  for  in¬ 
dividual  attention  can  be  met 
through  a  proper  home  en¬ 
vironment.”  “It  must  be 
remembered,”  she  went  on, 
“that  the  retarded  function  at 
their  own  mental  level  rather 
than  chronological  age.  In  ad¬ 
dition,  the  retarded  are  ac¬ 
customed  to  accepting  direc¬ 
tions  and  are  not  like  normal 
children  who  naturally  rebel. 
Their  greatest  need  is  to 
please.” 

The  Community  Services 
Division  of  the  Department  of 
Social  Welfare,  keeps  a  record 
of  any  incidents  that  may 
occur.  According  to  Mary 
Kelleher,  Supervising  Psy¬ 
chiatric  Social  Worker  for 
the  Division,  they  have  not 
encountered  any  in  months. 
From  a  practical  point  of 
view,  the  Department  does 
not  want  to  jeopardize  its 
program  and  would  not  place 
potential  menaces  in  these 
homes.  Miss  Kelleher  noted 
that  only  two  individuals  in 
the  last  3  years  had  to  be 
transferred  to  other  areas. 

One  patient,  for  instance, 
was  unable  to  cope  with  urban 
traffic  and  was  relocated  for 
his  own  safety.  The  Depart¬ 
ment,  nevertheless,  will 
investigate  any  problems 
that  may  arise  and  Miss  Kelle¬ 
her  urges  individuals  to  con¬ 
tact  her  if  they  have  encount¬ 
ered  difficulties.  The  Com¬ 
munity  Services  Division  of 
the  California  State  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Social  Welfare  is  lo¬ 
cated  at  3330  Geary  Blvd. 

In  next  month’s  article, 
we  will  discuss  the  care-takers, 
their  homes,  zoning  restruc- 
tions,  and  available  pro¬ 
grams  for  the  handicapped.

A  'Plan  to  •  * 
Rebuild  Schools 

The  San  Francisco  Board  of 
Education  is  currently  con¬ 
sidering  a  remarkable  plan 
which,  if  implemented,  would 
have  far-reaching  effects  on 
our  city  schools,  including 
our  own  Balboa  and  Aptos. 
Essentially,  it  is  a  plan  to 
convert  31  old  outdated 
schools  into  modern  educa¬ 
tional  plants  at  half  the 
cost  of  demolition  and  com¬ 
plete  rebuilding.  These  an¬ 
tiquated  buildings  are  not 
suitable  for  modern  educa¬ 
tional  techniques  and  pro¬ 
grams  which  require  large 
lecture  halls,  small  conference 
rooms,  automated  language 
labs,  and  bigger  libraries. 
The  report  showed  that  audi¬ 
toriums,  for  example,  are 
much  too  large  for  anything 
but  special  events,  and  are 
unused  most  of  the  time.  The 
report  proposes  a  system  of 
movable  walls  to  convert 
an  auditorium  into  six  smal¬ 
ler  rooms.  When  a  large  room 
is  needed,  the  walls  can  be 
removed.  The  report  states 
that  in  many  cases  expansion 
of  present  libraries  and  cafe¬ 
terias  is  impossible,  there¬ 
fore,  these  would  be  convert¬ 
ed  for  other  purposes  and 
whole  new  facilities  would 
be  built.  Common  areas  like 
cafeterias  and  libraries 
would  be  “multi-purpose” 
facilities,  true  student  centers 
to  be  used  all  day,  rather 
than  only  for  certain  periods. 

This  is,  in  many  ways,  an 
extension  of  college  custom, 
in  which  the  library  and  cafe¬ 
teria  are  the  real  headquar¬ 
ters  for  student  activity. 

It  has  been  estimated  that 
to  tear  down  and  rebuild  the 
four  high  schools,  eight  jun¬ 
ior  highs,  and  19  elementary 
schools  considered  would  cost 
twice  as  much  as  to  imple¬ 
ment  this  plan.  Altogether,

“I  love  people”,  says  Lola 
Mae  Tooks  with  a  quick  smile 
and  easy  laugh  testifying  to 
the  fact.  An  OMI  worker 
since  1965,  and  one  of  the  first 
block  organizers,  Mrs.  Tooks 
has  translated  her  fondness 
for  people  into  a  concern  for 
the  community  and  a  willing¬ 
ness  to  give  her  time  and  ef¬ 
fort  to  make  things  better. 
“Sometimes  I  get  discour¬ 
aged,”  she  says,  “and  feel 
like  pulling  out  of  everything, 
but  then  I  think,  someone  has 
to  carry  on,  and  if  my  efforts 
can  improve  things,  then  it’s 
worth  it.” 

Mrs.  Tooks  is  a  member 
of  the  Beautification  Com¬ 
mittee  and  Block  Organizer 
for  the  Farragut  School  Area. 
She  is  also  a  member  of  the 
executive  board  of  the  Farra¬ 
gut  PTA,  where  five  of  her 
seven  children  have  gone  to 
school.

Looking  back  over  the 
years  that  the  OMI  organi¬ 
zation  has  been  in  existence, 
Mrs.  Tooks  feels  this  effort 
of  the  community  to  work  to¬ 
gether  has  had  results.

of  seven  children,  the  oldest 
being  married  and  the  young¬ 
est  a  second  grader  at  Farra¬ 
gut  school.  An  active  person, 
she  began  her  community 
work  when  she  found  herself 
at  home  with  young  children. 
“I  was  almost  ready  to  climb 
the  walls,”  she  admits,  “Some 
days  I  would  take  my  young¬ 
est  to  Ocean  Avenue  and  walk 
up  and  down  just  to  get  out  of 
the  house.  My  volunteer 
work  has  been  a  thrill.  It  gets 
you  out  with  people  and  helps 
you  know  more  how  to  deal 
with  your  own  children.  If 
more  people  got  to  know 
each  other  by  working  in 
the  community,  it  would  be  a 
better  and  friendler  world.” 

While  urging  community 
people  to  speak  out,  Mrs. 
Tooks  practices  what  she 
preaches.  Her  testimony  be¬ 
fore  a  critical  board  obtained 
unemployment  pay  for  her¬ 
self  and  fellow  cafeteria 
workers  when  their  jobs 
closed  due  to  lack  of  supplies 
during  the  strike  at  San 
Francisco  State  College.  Last 
year  she  was  able  to  obtain 
over  one  hundred  signatures 
on  a  peition  which  resulted 
in  a  “Slow”  sign  and  a  line 
being  painted  at  the  inter¬ 
section  of  Lakeview  and  Capi¬ 
tol. 

An  avid  sewer  who  makes 
her  own  clothes  and  many 
for  her  daughters,  Mrs.  Tooks 
also  finds  time  for  ceramic 
work.  “Someday  when  I  get 
finished  with  other  things,  I 
think  I’ll  write  a  book,”  she 
declares.

The  class  is  for  pre-school 
children  from  age  two  and 
their  mothers  or  responsible 
parent  substitutes.

Workshops  Held 

The  Community  Education 
Planning  Project  (CEPP) 
held  workshops  for  parents  of 
Kindergarten  children  at 
Sheridan  and  Jose  Ortega 
schools  last  month.  Parents 
had  shown  concern  over  the 
recent  results  of  readiness 
tests  administered  to  Kinder¬ 
garten  children  in  the  five 
OMI  elementary  schools,  and 
the  purpose  of  the  workshops 
was  to  suggest  activities  to 
them  which  would  help  fill  in 
the  gaps  in  their  child’s  learn¬ 
ing  experiences.  CEPP  hopes 
to  expand  this  workshop  pro¬ 
gram  to  other  schools  with 
the  ultimate  goal  of  minis¬ 
tering  to  the  needs  of  each 
individual  child.

tration  can  appoint  its  own 
candidate.  Mr.  Poole  was  the 
first  black  man  to  serve  as  a 
U.S.  Attorney.  He  was  twice 
nominated  to  be  a  Federal 
district  judge,  but  his  nomina¬ 
tion  was  blocked  politically. 
He  will  serve  as  Regents’ 
Professor  of  Law  at  Boalt  Hall, 
U.C.  Berkeley,  during  the 
spring  semester,  and  then  will 
join  the  local  law  firm  of 
Jacobs,  Sills  and  Coblentz. 

Before  taking  office  as 
U.S.  Attorney  Mr.  Poole 
served  for  ten  years  as  a  top 
prosecutor  in  the  office  of 
the  District  Attorney.

St.  Michael’s  Team  Lead¬ 
ership  program,  with  Wil¬ 
liam  Thorton  as  a  representa¬ 
tive,  hold  meetings  Tuesdays 
from  7  to  9:30  p.m.  The  meet¬ 
ings  are  for  any  youth  12  to 
17  who  lives  within  the  parish 
boundaries  whether  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  church  or  not. 

The  Human  Rights  Com¬ 
mission,  with  Booker  Neil  as 
representative,  is  the  youth 
coordinator  for  city-wide 
youth  councils.
